BOARD OF MISSIONS 

Report No. 1. 

1. Our Conference Evangelist, Rev. W. G. Beasley, reports sixteen meetings 
held, resulting in about 300 conversions, and $468.34 raised for the Board. The 
Board commends the earnest, faithful work of our Evangelist, who labored for the 
most part in mission territory and in many places under very adverse conditions. 

2. We desire to call the attention of the Conference to the Layman’s Missionary 
Movement, inaugurated by the General Board. Preparations are being made for a 
great convention in the winter at such time and place as may be selected. We 
desire to emphasize this movement and we believe it means much for the cause of 
missions. The layman of our great church must keep step with those of other de- 
nominations as they rise up and take their rightful places in the conquering ranks of 
the missionary forces. 

3. While we are gratified at the advance made in our collections for the cause 
of missions, we deeply regret that we have not reached the assessment line, and urge 
that we make a special effort to do so next year. To thaPend we urge every charge 
that can to raise an excess to make up the deficiency on the w^eeker charges. 
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4. The Committee on City Evangelization report that less than 10 per cent of 
the men of the large cities attend church, while only about 12 per cent belong to 
Protestant churches. From many sources and many cities it is learned that AO per 
cent of the church members who go to the cities are lost to the church. In view of 
this fact, we would call special attention to the recommendation of the General 
Board for the organization of “City Methodist Unions” in our larger cities. 

5. We rejoice in the success of the Methodist Training School for Christian 
Workers, and in our opinion this is proving a providential agency in this age when 
the trained worker is so much in need. We desire to call the attention of our young 
people who desire to fit themselves for more efficient service in the Master’s vineyard 
to this and the Scarritt Bible and Training School at Kansas City. 

6. We would call the attention of the pastors to the Young People’s Department 
under the direction of the Rev. Ed F. Cook, and urge the organization of mission 
study classes in all our Leagues. 

7. Resolved, That we co-operate with the Parent Board in their campaign for 
25,000 subscribers to the “Go Forward” as the most direct route to a deepened mis- 
sionary interest and a fuller treasury. 

8. In view of the pressing need of funds for the extension of domestic mission 
work in communities where no church is doing efficient work, it is declared by this 
resolution to be the policy of this Board to reduce each year the amounts now 
apportioned to the charges, unless in exceptional cases, and we ask the Presiding 
Elders to assist us in this and the Conference to approve this policy by adopting this 
report. 

9. The work of our Conference Evangelist has shown clearly the importance 
of this field of work and the need of several men who could give their entire time 
to developing the neglected portions of our Conference. That we may take no 
backward step and keep a man in the field for the coming year, we recommend an 
assessment of $7,400 for domestic missions.

The report of the meeting of the Missouri Epworth League Union held at Pertle 
Springs in July is highly gratifying. It is with special pleasure that we note that 
at the consecration service of this meeting thirteen young women and five young 
men gave themselves to the Lord for special work in the home and foreign fields. 
There were also five young people who professed faith in Christ at this meeting. ’ 

We, the Epworth League Board of this Conference, desire to co-operate with the 
State League authorities in making the state organization even more efficient than 
it now is. 
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The Chairman of the Conference League Board is hereby authorized, in con- 
sultation with the Presiding Elder, to appoint District League Presidents when va- 
cancies occur during the interim of the Conferences. 

We earnestly urge that the several districts undertake some special missionary 
work, such as providing scholarships or supporting missionaries in the field. 

It is the purpose of the members of this Board to visit the District League 
meetings, also the District Conferences, where it is at all practicable. 

We heartily commend the Epworth Era, the League page in the St. Louis 
Advocate, the Quiet Hour Quarterly, and the Mission Study Course as ^ helps of 
inestimateable value in the work of the local chapters, and we do hereby invite the 
individual leagues to call upon the members of this board to explain to them more 
fully the possibilities of Epworth League work. 

We repeat the request of a year ago, and ask that we be given an evening during 
the session of our next Annual Conference in which to hold an Epworth League rally.

SABBA.TH 0BSE:R. VANCE 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance offer the following report: 

We affirm our steadfast belief in the divine, authoritative obligation of the 
Sabbath law. , We believe it to be on the same plane with the other scriptural insti- 
tutions and as permanent in its binding force as the other great delivenances of the 
Decalogue. 

On its natural side it is intended as a philanthropic provision against the deaden- 
ing influence upon the bodies and souls of men of uninterrupted daily toil and con- 
tinuous absorption in secular pursuits. This far it falls within the province of civil 
legislation, and the enforcement o»f its observance is embodied in the Sunday Statutes 
of all Christian States. 

But this does not exhaust its significance. It has also a large religious meaning — 
is a memorial of a pivotal fact in historic Christianity, and it is a day of religious 
worship and works of mercy. And as the natural Sabbath is essential to the uni- 
versal social order, so the Christian Sabbath is essential to the integrity of the 
religious order. 

The Christian Sabbath is distinctively a depositum made with the church, a divine 
somewhat committed to her for safe keeping and enforcement as were the oracles of 
God to Israel. This distinction the church must keep in mind. The enforcement of 
the Sabbath-rest^ by civil authority is good, but we must not be deceived into the 
belief that this is the measure of our obligation. We cannot expect' to make the 
state the interpreter of the Sabbath law for us. We have a concern that the civil 
powers enforce the Sabbath rest, but away and far beyond lies our duty to remember 
the Sabbath day and keep it holy. This can only be done by consistent, conscientious 
living on our part and by faithful gospel witness. 

We must remember, too, that the state’s enforcement of the natural Sabbath will 
be just in proportion to our appreciation of its religious features. A low sense of 
the sacredness of the day by the church will surely bring all Sunday legislation to 
naught. The state will never be able to enforce a rest on the first day of the week 
so long as the church sees nothing in it but a day of rest. She must, by her appre- 
ciation of its holy religious meaning, create the public sentiment without which such 
a law cannot be enforced. 

More, the whole of the Christian life and work must stand or fall with the 
proper observance of the Christian Sabbath. The triple key to the religious arch 
is marriage, the family and the Sabbath, all of which had their beginning in Eden 
and belong to the essential constitution of the Kingdom of God. If these fail the 
church will fail. They are bound together by a ligament as vital as that which made 
the Siamese Twins one. The proof of this is painfully in evidence today. TheTaxity 
of the marriage bond, the sad decline of the family order and the secularization 
of the Sabbath run Pari Passu through modern society. They are always and fatally 
concomitant. 

And all our religious activities will avail little where they are counteracted by 
Sabbath desecration. How can the gospel have free course when men and women 
come to church full of the Sunday new'spaper and plans of business and pleasure 
and idle self-seeking for the rest of the day. Of what avail is the work of the 
Sunday School, when the children go from their classes to spend the day in wander- 
ing at will and common play, wholly unrestrained? What profit can there come of 
our religious exercises if we have no sacred hours for meditation? When will we 
read the word of God and cultivate family religion and develop our own spiritual 
lives in knowledge and grace, if we throw away the one day, which God has set apart 
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for these very uses? We steadfastly believe that the efficiency of the church, the in- 
tegrity of the family, the religious training of our children and the right development 
of our own Christian characters depend upon the right appreciation and strict observ- 
ance of the Christian Sabbath. 

We therefore feel it to be our duty as pastors of the Church of God to warn our 
people aganist the many forms of Sabbath desecration into which society has fallen. 
As pastors we should set a rigid example for the people whom we serve and by prayer- 
ful insistence keep them in mind of this obligation. “If thou turn thy foot from 
the Sabbath, from doing thy pleasure on my holy day; and call the Sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the Lord, honorable, and shalt honor him, not doing thine own ways, nor 
finding thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words ; then thou shalt delight thy- 
self in the Lord; and I will cause thee to ride upon the high places of the earth, and 
feed thee with the heritage of Jacob, thy father; for the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it.”

E^DUCATION 

“The church has an eduational message.” From historic times she has realized 
that she had a “teaching function, as well as a preaching function.” In the churches’ 
theory of education religion is a vital, necessary and indispensable element. 

The contention of the church that “education must be distinctively religious,” 
makes the attitude of the church “logically consistent and faithfully true to her life 
long tradition.” 

TJiose who are competent to judge declare that no external work is more charac- 
teristfc of modern education than its utter indifference to all the claims of religion 
and its boasted freedom from all ecclesiastical control. So long as such a description 
fairly represents current theories of education so long will there be important neces- 
sity for the church to become a specialist in the work of education, laying clearer 
and greater emphasis upon the theories and making larger provisions for the cause 
of Christian education. 

In pursuance of the action of the last General Conference, the General Board of 
Education has matured plans for extending its work and enlarging the sphere of its 
influence. 

An auspicious beginning of this broader policy has been made at Palo Alto, Cal. 

By a donation of $10, (XX) for the establishment of a junior college, money and 
property of the value of $200,000 has been made available for our educational work 
in the California Conferences. 

The Board has decided to enter the distinctive Domestic Mission territory, in 
the bounds of all the Conferences. 

Already a competent committee is at work investigating the strategic points, study- 
ing^ the needs of schools and colleges, already established in order that the material 
assistance, with the board desires to offer may be intelligently and wisely rendered. 

In addition to the work which the board has undertaken in connection with 
Payne and Lane colleges, it has sought to incrase its influence as a Missionary 
agency among the negroes^ by extending aid to the Books City college in Alabama, 
the Hally Springs College in Mississippi and the Tiler College in Texas. 

In no one work has the efficiency and far sighted wisdom of the Board been 
more apparent than in its inauguration of the Correspondence School. 

The marvelous development and the thorough work of this school has more than 
justified the faith and zeal, which called it into existence. 

Practically all the work of our under-graduates is now being done under the 
direction and supervision of this school. 

Through its carefully prepared courses of study and its “extensive library,” the 
Correspondence School is offering an opportunity of rare and inestimateable value. 

THE SCARRITT BIBLE AND TRAINING SCHOOL. 

It is barely possible that the conference has not appreciated as it ought this in- 
valuable school and its noble work. 

The growing needs of our aggressive Methodism at home and abroad forces the 
Scarritt Bible and Training School into a place of supreme importance. According 
to the estimate of the accomplished editor of our Quarterly Review, the marvelous 
success of our Institutional Church in Kansas City, has attracted the favorable atten- 
tion of our entire Church. Without in the least under-valuing or underestimating the 
skill, tact and consummate leadership of Dr. Moore, it may be sai4 of the Church’s 
success, the Training School has made large and real contributions. 
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If as a Church we are to hold an important place in our rapidly developing cities 
we must have those who are qualified and trained to cope with the delicate and difficult 
problems, with which the church has to deal. Of the work of the school a returned 
missionary said : ’ “In all my observation of the workers in the foreign field, I have 
found none so thoroughly trained and so well equipped as the graduates of the 
Training School.” 

Dr. Morris of Kansas City, who has had ample opportunity to know, says: ‘T 

have never seen the high ideals of our religion, so thoroughly embodied as they are 
in life and work of the Training School.” 

Most heartily, does the board commend the school to the love and confidence 
of those who seek by prayer and effort to make possible the larger things of our 
religion. 

THE SCARRITT COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE. 

. At the session of the last conference the Curators, through an accredited repre- 

senative, “asked the privilege of making another attempt to put the school in opera- 
tion.” In their report the Board of Education said : “We recommend that the request 
be granted with the distinct understanding that if this attempt fail, the Conference 
will take immediate steps to dispose of the property in accordance with the terms of 
the deeds.” The Board had before it the report of the Curators. The Curators say 
that after carefully considering all the facts they would not be justified in opening 
the school unless the Conference would give them an annual appropriation, for at least 
; three years, of $1,000. The question of opening the school was carefully considered 

I by the board. Those who were in position to know the facts were invited to be pres- 

ent at the meeting of the board and participate in the discussion. 

After carefully, considering the matter the board felt that it could not recommend 
the appropriation asked for by the Curators. 

Following the action and intention of the last conference, the board ordered 
I the property investigated, looking to the disposal of it, and appointed a commission 

I to examine all the deeds, conveyances, etc., and to report to the board at its next 

' annual session, the result of their examination, with such recommendation as to 

I the disposal of the property, as might seem to them equitable^ just and right. 

I CENTRAL COLLEGE. 

I 

We believe that the Curators of Central College have made no mistake in the 
election of William A. Webb to the presidency of the school, and we pledge to him our 
hearty support. We confidently expect that his ripe scholarship and earnest Christian 
life will be a great blessing to the students. We congratulate the school on securing 
John J. Tigert, A. B. Vanderbilt University and Rhodes Scholar, Oxford University. 
England, for the Philosophy Department. 

The enrollment for last year was the largest in the history of the college with one 
exception, and we have no doubt that the gratifying increase w^as due largely to the 
diligent efforts of the College Secretary, Rev. Willis Carlisle. We note with some 
satisfaction that of the enrollment, thirty-seven were ministerial students, and that 
of this number twenty-one^ were from our parsonage homes. It may be that the 
preacher’s boy is to supply in his measure the present shortage in preachers, and we 
must look to the church school for the training of this boy. We earnestly look to 
our Christian teachers to turn the eyes of other young men toward the prophetic office. 

We call attention to the free scholarships now offered by the College, and urge 
our pastors and presiding elders to bring this matter before the people, 
j We are grateful for the religious life of the school, and the spiritual awakening 

! . among the students, which was due, we think, to the work of the Young Men’s 

Christian Association, to the unceasing labors of the Fayette pastor, S. H. C. Burgin 
and to the College Faculty. 

We feel that the Semi-Centennial Fund should be only a prophecy of a great 
endowment, and recommend that our preachers and people attend the Semi-Centennial 
Exercises at the college, Oct. 7th and 8th, 1907.

TEMPERANCE 

Your Committee on Temperance reports as follows: 

The Church of Jesus Christ can afford to take no timid, cowardly stand against 
this the most momumental crime of history. She can consistently occupy one of only 
two positions — free whiskey or no whiskey. If the use of whiskey is right, to restrict 
it is oppressive and unwarranted; if it is wrong to license it is unrighteous and ac- 
cursed. We believe the whole traffic, license or no license, as an unmitigated and in- 
excusable curse. Recognizing it as the greatest menace to our civilization and the 
hardest hindrance to the progress of the Church and Christian truth, we express our 
undying hostility thereto and our sympathy wnth every wise movement which makes 
for its overthrow. 
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We submit that a nation has no more license to legalize and protect a traffic that 
debauches and demoralizes her citizenship than has a father to permit and protect 
and shelter in his home that which destroys or despoils his own offspring. The 
license system is a stupendous outrage of Christian conscience and a foolhardy de- 
fiance of Jehovah, which incurs his displeasure and invites our final disaster and 
ruin. 

We condemn the traffic as essentially a lawless business while those who are en- 
gaged in it will violate the laws enacted for its regulation when it is to their pecuniary 
advantage to do so. This is most plainly seen in the wide-spread disregard of the 
Sunday closing law which seeks to protect us against the demoralizing influence of 
the saloon on that holiday. In the presence of this flagrant disregard of our sacred 
rights and impudent defiance of all authority and law the Church cannot be silent or 
inactive without criminal guilt and responsibility for moral murder. She is the 
divinely appointed guardian of public morals and must make aggressive warfare 
against every evil that threatens society. Indifference in the conflict is disloyalty to 
the Christ. 

We are in sympathy with the strong temperance sentiment which is sweeping 
our commonwealth and country, crystalizing its principles into wholesome laws. With- 
out any political purpose save to approve righteousness we commend the course of 
Gov. Joseph W. Folk in his hearty support of temperance measures in legislature and 
in his earnest effort to enforce the laws enacted for the regulation and suppression 
of the liquor evil and especially the enforcement of the Sunday closing law in our 
cities. We pledge ourselves as individuals and as a Church, in the pulpit and in public 
life by teaching and example to say and do every legitimate thing which may deliver 
men from the domination of this powerful agency of hell. 

We pray earnestly that God may direct in this great warfare and that his pres- 
ence may abide with all who labor in this great cause making their labors efficient.

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MEMOIRS 

r; - REV. JOHN CRAWFORD GIVEN. 

Rev. John Crawford Given was born March the 21st, 1845, at Cleek’s Mill, Vir- 
ginia. He came of Presbyterian stock, and -was raised in a Presbyterian home. When 
i quite young he was soundly converted. Much of his theology was deducted frorn his 

own experience. A deep conviction by the Spirit of God, a conscious deliverence from 
sin, the witness of the Spirit, a Saviour that saved to the uttermost, and all that came 
i to God by him were favorite subjects with him. His conversion was followed by a 

r warm desire- to lead others to the Saviour. Even before he was licensed to preach. 

I he organized prayer meetings and Sunday Schools, visited the sick and prayed w*ith 

them, exhorted his neighbors to turn to the Lord. This earnest employment of his 
$ talents for good, this manifest passion for souls, this holy relish for religious work 

1 was soon recognized by his church, and in August, 1876 he was licensed to preach by 

2 the Versailes Quarterlv Conference, Rev. C. C. Woods, P. E. and William D. Steward, 

f P. C. 

In 1876 he was received on trial in the Southwest Missouri Annual Conference. 
F and appointed to California Circuit, where he preached for three years. In the thirty- 

I one years of Conference life he served eleven circuits or stations. He seldom stayed 

I less than two years, and often remaind until the time limit removed him. His ministry 
was blessed of the Lord and 2,000 souls were converted under his labors. Some of 
them are ministers in this and other Conferences, and many are active workers in 
the vineyard. Thus he set in motion rivulets of good that will widen and deepen as 
the years increase. David “served his generation and fell on sleep, and was gathered 
to his fathers.” But David served all the generations since his death, and will con- 
tinue to serve generations yet unborn. So Brother Given’s life work is not done. He 
lives among us still. Being dead he yet speaks. 

If we look for the secret of his success in the ministry, a number of reasons are 
clear. First, he loved his Lord. Amid his abundant labors and tireless efforts he could 
n always say: “The love of Christ constraineth me.” If he spoke with a spirit akin to 

} ? that of the Apostles who turned the world up-side-down ; if he preached at white heat ; 

h it was because he loved his Lord fervently. 

He also loved men. He shook hands with more people than any one among us. 

II He visited all classes, all nationalities. He drew' to himself and to the church he rep- 

‘ resented men of professions and calling. He lived largely among the , people and 

wholy for the people, because he loved them. He saw redeeming qualities and possi- 
bilities for good in the worst of men and for love’s sake sought to bring them back 
to his Saviour. His love for men was akin to Paul’s, w'ho said: “I could wdsh my- 
self accursed from Christ for my breathren,” or Moses, who preferred death, rather 
than to see Isreal lost. 

He won men by the holiness of his character, and the purity of his life. Milton 
makes Satan flee from the presence of virtue, and as he hides his eyes from the in- 
sufferable light and retires into outer darkness, he is heard to mutter : “How awful 
goodness, is.” Tennyson said: “My strength is as strength of ten, because my heart 
is pure.” This was an eliment of strength in the life of Brother Givens. His guarded 
effort, an ambition wLich he cherished, was to use the sublime in living and throw* 
down upon men all around him the work of an unsullied character. Like a hero in 
one of Goldsmith’s poems, he felt, he feared, he prayed for all. 

And as the bird each fond endearment tries 
To allure her new pledged offspring to the skies; 

He tried each art, reproved each dull delay 
Allured to brighter w'orlds, and led the way. 

On the night of the April 17th, while preaching an Eqworth League sermon at 
the Springfield District Conference, in Marshfield, Mo., he was stricken with paralysis, 
from which he never recovered. He died ten days later in Springfield, Mo. He left a 
wife and three children to mourn his departure. 

Dr. C. H. Briggs and W. P. Buckner conducted' his funeral service in Campbell 
Street Church, Springfield, Mo., after w'hich he was carried by kind hands and laid 
to rest in Oakwood Cemetery, in Harrisonville, Mo. 

Where his flesh shall slumber in the ground. 

Till the last trumpets joyful sound. 

Then burst the grave with sw*eet surprise. 

And in his Saviour’s image rise. 
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I REV. HENRY NEWTON WATTS. 

;| (Copied from the Mss. of Annals of Methodism in Missouri. Vol. II, except last 

;! paragraph.) 

Was born in Crawford County, 111., November 8, 1820; was “born again” at Black 
Water camp ground, Johnson county. Mo., August 9, 1841, under the ministry of 
Thomas Wallace; joined the Methodist Church March, 1842, going twelve miles to a 
quarterly meeting to do so, and was attached to a class seven miles from his home, 
Jos. Dines, P. C., licensed to exhort in Cass county, August, 1843, by E. B, Headlee; 
licensed to preach near Pleasant Hill, January 20, 1844, J. M. Jamison, P. E., and 
joined the Missouri Conference in St. Louis, September, 18^. 

His fields of labor, which reached through 46 years, were: Ripley Mission, Green- 
ville Circuit, Cape Girardeau, Jaque’s Prairie, Hillsboro, Union, Fredricktown, Charles- 
ton, Kansas Mission, New Madrid Circuit, Greenville, Steelville District, Plattin Cir- 
cuit, Meramec, California, Columbus, Centerview, Benton, Bertrand, Oak Ridge, Mor- 
risville, Marshfield, Walker, Papinsville, Freeman and Metz. Some he traveled re- 
peatedly. In all he traveled Charleston Circuit twelve years. 

^ In 1890 his name was relegated to the list of superannuates, where it remained 
until October 11, 1906, when he went home. 

The above is a brief outline of a most unique life. 

Born in Illinois, taken to Tennessee when two years old, to Kentucky when six. 
and to Missouri when sixteen. His father was a farmer, of a roving disposition, and 
Henry’s school opportunities were nil. 

In the summer of 1841, then living in Cass county, he had a spell of sickness, dur- 
ing which he promised the Lord, if he would raise him up, he would go to a camp 
meeting, soon to be held in Johnson county, twenty-five miles away, and seek religion. 
This he did and was gloriously converted. 

His mother was a Methodist, his father did not belong to any church, but liked 
the doctrines taught by Alex. Campbell. There was no preaching, nor even any school 
house in his neighborhood. Being anxious for his mother and the rest of the family 
to have the benefits of religious services, he invited his preacher to preach in his 
father’s house. This service was held November 10, 1843, he exhorting after the 
sermon. After the congregation was dismissed, his father bade him and his preacher 
to leave^ his house, wLich in a snow storm, he did, never again to call his father’s 
house his home. 

His father moved to Oregon in 1858, where he died in 1877, being 91 years old. 
His two youngest brothers are .still living in Oregon and are local preachers in the 
M. E. Church, South. 

Brother Watts had a most successful ministry — but few more so. It is safe to 
sa}' that he received thousands into the church, and greatly strengthened believers in 
their faith. 

Intellectually he was well endow^ed. He had an analytical mind, capable of close 
and careful thinking. Growing up as he did without school opportunities, and entering 
the ministry without an education ; traveling large circuits that kept him almost con- 
tinuously in the saddle, none but a genius could have accomplished what he did. He 
had a good knowledge of the laws of language, and wrote and spoke the English cor- 
rectly. He had but few equals, and probably no superiors as an exegate. He was fond 
of passages of scripture, the meaning of which is difficult to discern. His careful 
analysis of such texts has relieved many minds hitherto perplexed by those intricate 
passages. 

Althought nature did so little for him, grace did a vast deal. He had a rich, gen- 
uine religious experience, was full of faith and the Holy Ghost and mighty in prayer. 
He communed much with God. 

When young he was fond of solitude, and loved to walk and talk with his Lord 
in the great forests through which he traveled in his early ministry. 

His first rnission embraced most of the territory now in the Poplar Bluff and 
West Plains Districts. 

He was invited to preach in a community where no preacher had yet been. The 
promise to do so was given. In the morning of the day appointed he started. Soon he 
reached the terminus of all roads and paths, and had to find his way through the 
wilderness by course. At noon he was in the pathless woods where he dined sumptu- 
ously on huckleberries. At 2 p. m. — three hours late — he found the cabin and found 
his congregation still waiting for him, to which he preached. 

He was not only a “path finder,” but more ; he was a path maker. 

At another time, when on the New Madrid Circuit, on a rainy day, he preached 
to a lone stranger from the text, “Fear not, little flock.” The sermon was about 
sheep. As he and his auditor parted he asked him his name, and received the an- 
swer, *W[y name is Lamb.” That was a personal sermon. 
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Brother Watts was twice married. First, to Miss Caroline McCormack, of Jef- 
ferson county, Mo., September 19, 1849. She died February, 1852. 

Second, to Miss L. A. Smith of St. Francois county. Mo., October 16, 1855. She 
died April 27, 1905. 

Of this good man I would like to write much more, but must soon put a final 
period to this sketch. He was a member of the General Conference of 1858, only a 
few of whom are yet living. 

He was a charter member of our Veteran Association, and although never able 
to attend one of our meetings, he always sent us a letter assuring us that he was still 
homeward bound. 

He was a poet as well as a preacher and an original poem of his will very ap- 
propriately close this sketch of him. It was a message to the old preachers. 

1 “My friends of fifty years ago 

Have left me one by one ; 

They finish up their work, I trow. 

And mine will soon be done. 

2 To friends of later years, I leave 

This one, this last request; 

That when my work is fully done. 

They lay me down to rest. 

3 Beyond the river may we meet 

Our friends, both young and old; 

And live again, in Paradise, 

Beyond the gates of gold.” 

This gentle, faithful, true, devout, sincere, saintly, good man was released from 
his sufferings, October 11, 1906, and passed up through “the gates of gold,” to his 
well earned reward, in his Father’s house, from which he will never be ejected. His 
home going was from the home of his son-in-law and daughter. Rev. and Mrs. C. E. 
W. Smith, Minaola. Texas. 

His departure leaves me the senior member of my Conference.

REV. JOHN CLOVIS COSS. 

Was born in Green County, Pa., March 23, 1840; where he joined the Methodist 
Church March, 1858, and; was licensed to exhort May, 1866. 

Later he moved to Missouri and joined the M. E. Church, South. 

He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Montevallo Circuit, N. 
J. Tillery, P. E., December 12, 1871. He joined this Conference at its session in Neo- 
sho, October 13, 1875, and was ordained deacon there and then. He was ordained 
elder, October 5, 1879. 

His fields of labor were: Stocton, Little Osage and Nevada Circuits, each two 

years; Prairie Home, three years; California, two years; Prairie Home, two years; 
Arrow Rock, three years; Lee’s Summitt, two years; Otterville, two years; Herndon 
and Hustonia, two years; Prairie Home, Nelson, Dover and Providence, one year 
each. This brought him to 1900, when he was superannuated, in which relation he 
was continued till October 15th, 1906, when he was translated to his home in Heaven. 

Brother Coss was a preacher thirty-five years, twenty-six of which he was an ef- 
fective itinerant, four local and five a superannuate. 

As a preached he was neither brilliant nor profound; nevertheless, he was sensi- 
ble and deeply spiritual. The people heard him gladly for he fed them with the bread 
of life that came down from Heaven. 

As a. pastor he took rank with the leading men of his Conference. He was a good 
mixer, his social qualities were fine, and he loved his people and they loved him. 

He was confined for a year or more to his room, most of which time he was un- 
able to converse. 

“He was a good man, full of the Holy Ghost and of faith, and many people were 
.aided unto the Lord,” by his ministry.

REV. JUNIUS T. SWANSON. 

Junius T. Swanson, son of A. B. and Harriet Swanson, was born in Beadlv Coun- 
ty, Tenn., March 9th, 1867, died March 19th, 1907, forty years and ten days of age. 
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Brother Swanson had a good religious start by the careful training of his devout 
Christian parents, who were of the true Methodist type. He never had that vivid 
experience from which many people date their spiritual life. He was received into 
the Church at Stony Point, on the Chamois Circuit in Osage county. Rev. T. P. Hill, 
pastor, in 1887. 

His growth in grace was constant and steady; he prayed for light and guidance 
and received them. 

Concerning his experience as a Christian, he said a short while before his death : 
“Since the good day, now nearly twenty years ago, when I took the solemn vows 
of the Church, I have not seen an hour that I could not say, ‘my heart heart is fixed.’ 

I have never wavered in my purpose, I am still praying for a more tranquil .«<-ate of 
grace. There is no end to the goodness of God.” He has come to know what it all 
means. 

Brother Swanson was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Chamois 
Circuit, May 24th, 1890, T. P. Hill, pastor; J. M. Clark, presiding elder. 

He was recommended by the same Quarterly Conference, and was admitted on 
trial into the Southwest Missouri Conference in 1892, at the session held in Indepen- 
dence in September of that year. Bishop Galloway presiding. 

He was ordained deacon by Bishop Hendrix in Jefferson City, in September, 1894, 
He was ordained elder by Bishop Gallaway in Nevada, in September, 1896. 

He served the following charges : Humonsville, Ash Grove, Seneca Station and 

Fair Groves. Then, because of failing health, he transfered to the West Texas Con- 
ference, and was stationed at Brady one year. Transfering back, he was stationed at 
Eldorado Springs. He was appointed to the Dale Street Church, Springfield, last 
fall. 

Brother Swanson’s^ preaching was effective and his labors fruitful in results ; in 
building up the material interests, two churches and one parsonage were built on 
the charges he served. But best of all souls were converted and added to the 
church. He received into the church 309 persons during his ministry. 

He was married to Miss Lida Critchfield in 1895, who with two children mourn 
the loss of husband and father. His beautiful Christian life and triumphant death 
are before us. 

His death was as peaceful as his life had been beautiful. We miss him and mourn 
his loss, but we sorrow not as those without hopes. 

COMMITTEE. 

REV. SAMUEL LOPP. 

Was born in Hickory County, Mo., June 2nd, 1845. He was converted in early 
life and joined the M. E. Church, South. He was ordained a deacon as a local 
preacher in 1879, and admitted on trial by this Conference in 1891. He had traveled 
several years as a supply, previous to this, and continued to travel some years longer; 
then, on account of throat trouble, he took a supernumerary relation in which he was 
continued till his death, which occurred in Clarkville, Mo., February 20th, 1907. 

Brother Lopp never put himself on record in our book of memoirs, hence the 
meagemess of this memoir. A good man has gone home to rest.

Mrs. Fannie Lambkin Pike was born at Carrollton, Mo., April 10th, 1867. 

When a little girl she moved with her parents to Abingdon, 111., where she was 
educated at Hedding College and St. Joseph’s Academy, at Galesburg, 111. 

She was married by Rev. C. H. Briggs to Rev. W. G. Pike, in Kansas City, Mo., 
April 16th, 1889. 

She gave her heart to God and the church early in life, and was “faithful unto 
death.” She was active in the work of the church, especially the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society, in which she served as Secretary of the Lebanon District one year. 
It is needless to say, that under her management, the work prospered. 

Her sufferings were 
very severe through her entire illness; but she never murmured or complained and 
at the going down of the sun, on the third day of November, 1906, in Kansas City, 
Mo., with all the assurances of a glorious immortality, she entered into that rest, which 
remain for the people of God.

E. Church, South, in Independence, Mo., November 5th, by Rev. J. C. Given, assisted 
by Rev. Paul H. Lynn, A. R. Faris and O. M. Richman, after which all that was mor- 
tal, was consigned to its last resting place in the city cemetery, in Independence, Mo., 
to await the resurrection of the just.
